Cuba has now increased its pro- 


duction of sugar cane, but Eng- 
land, France and other foreign 
countries perforce have increased 
their importations of sugar from 
Cuba. 


There is an abundance of sugar 


in far-away Java. It is as useless 
to the world as wrsinined gold, be- 
cause no nation can spare the 
ships to carry it 


This country and Europe could 


only procure sugar from Java by 
using ships badly needed to carry 
American troops and supplies to 
France. 


It takes 150 days for a cargo 


ship traveling at the rate of 200 
miles a day to go from England 
to Java and return, counting in 
the loading and discharging at 
both ends. The same ship travel- 
ing between New York and France 
takes 50 days for a round trip.

make three round trips between 
New York and France while it is 
making one round trip between 
England and Java.

We have treaties with eleven 
countries forbidding the exaction of 
compulsory service for their subjects, 
but it will be noted that the forego-' 
ing in no way conflicts with the provi- 
sions of these treaties."

passed the senate .some time ago and 
since September a bill prepared by me 
has been before the house committee 
on military affairs.'It'is this bill which 
I propose to press for action.

Enough 
time has now elapsed to cause one to 
be'very'skeptical of a solution by ne- 
gotiating.

only procure sugar from Java by 
using ships badly needed to carry 
American troops and supplies to

miles a day to go from England 
to Java and return, counting in 
the loading and discharging at 
both ends. The same ship travel- 
ing between New York and France 
takes 50 days for a round trip.

for better freight service all over this 
country.

should thus early prove calamitous to 
any portion of our people, what will 
the conditions be should the war last 
two or three years longer? The trans- 
portation problems will soon be solved 
and then will come a great improve- 
ment.

lence of "green-gilled" oysters. 
The 
eray-green color characteristic of this 
conditon'is never found on the body of 
"the'oyster, but is confined to the.gills, 
"fleshy plates which are brought 
into 
-^rew when the edge 
of the oyster 
"crimps" in cooking. Tt is derived from 
vegetable coloring matter in some of 
trie delicate 
microscopic plants on 
which the shellfish feeds. Green-gilled 
' oysters are .usually fat and of excel- 
lent flavor and in Francs are regard- 
ed as the best obtainable. In the Unit- 
ed States there' has existed' » preju- 
dice against them on account of the 
erroneous belief that the color is due 
to copper. 
The bureau recommends oysters as 
without waste, digestible, wholesome, 
and affording an appetizing variant to 
the diet. A cookbook

earth— Australia, 
United States, France. 
to himself; no man dieth to himself. 
Whenever freedom anywhere is extin- 
guished, our freedom is extinguished- 
And if democracy receives a setback 
today, democracy anywhere, then dem- 
ocracy everywhere knows that it is 
struck and that not in the far future is 
another democracy to receive the chal- 
lenge. 
Our love of liberty in being 
tested on the fields of Flanders — our 
democracy in the southern seas. 
"Imagine a kins at this time telling- 
the world that on him the spirit of 
God has .descended, and saying that he 
can go his own way hi the affairs of 
the nations! We don't object to hav- 
ing1 him go his own way, but we do 
have a very strong objection to going 
\aGTt with him. There is a very di- 
rect connection between this man Wil- 
fcelm and Frederick 
the Great, 
who 
precipitated the 30 years' war, who de- 
clared that the treaty with Austria 
was but a filigree. How much the old- 
*r Prussian was like the Prussian of 
today, or vice versa. 


"In Australia the temper of our peo- 
ple, is. that of unswerving backin~ for 
the people of Belgium, 
and for 
the 
I icj'i'cution ,of the war until we hav- 
forever removed 
Prussian 
militarism 
iruai the world. We are not bound 1.0 
Great' Britain* insofar that we must 
fiirfat her battles for her, although we 
do recognize tho bond of the children 
lor the motherland. We entered this 
fight, however, as much for Belgrhim 
as for any other consideration. 
"Belgium paid the fearful penalty for 
her, Spartan courage. The Australians 
•were not unmindful of 
the horrible 


crimes perpetrated in that little land, 
of the blotting out by culture with a 
'k' of creations of the minds and hand.s 
of mankind which can never be 
re- 


].lax,eu. We could not forgot 
the de- 
portations, the violations, the slavery 
rind worse, which ensued the German 
occupation of that land. We know that 
thousands of women are forced into 
tb'e slavery of making 
agencies of 
death to be wreaked on their allies. 
"This is as much a war of liberation 
as was your Civil war, when the north 
aimed at striking from bondage hun- 
dreds of thousands of blacks. We Knovr 
tbat-, older civilizations have perished 
,iiom the face of the earth. Just a few 
memorials of them remain, and these 
»re being worn away by the 
desert 
e?.nds which are blown against them 
And now the Hun is knocking at the 
door of our civilization!

We have lost 30,000 men 
in killed. We have been spared the fate 
of Belgium, the horrors of France. We 
have been kept inviolate because of the 
conscript armies of Europe. And vet, 
I cannot help saying:, why should Bel- 
gium fight for Australia?

of your wise president in advocating

highest degree. I regret that Australia

Vim—Subjecting to;-lhe draft of all 
aliens resident in the 
United States, 
tfxcep* Germans or Austrians who have 
not declared their intention to become 
citizens, and except subjects of 
any 
country with whom the United States 
has a treat}', the provisions of which 
exempt its 
subjects 
in 
the United 
States from compulsory military ser- 
vice. I should exempt a subject of such 
a treaty country only 
if 
both 
tbe 


country and the subject claim 
such 


exemption. 
In the event of the claim 
being made, .1 would deny the subject 
so claiming exemption the rig*ht to be 
come a, citizen of the 
United 
States 
forever and would authorize the presi- 
dent to deport him il' deemed best for 
the country's good. 
Second—Subjects of Germany, Aus- 
tr ia or an y other 
count ry, 
w he t her 
hostile, 
neutral 
or 
-co-belligerent, 
should be classified by race or nation- 
ality or otherwise. 
Any-uclasses not 
deemed suitable for military 
service, 
under the direction of 
the 
president 
should be drafted and utilized for non- 
military purposes, coal mining, ship- 
building, farming- or 
manufacturing— 
as will best promote the public good.. 
"I am confident that 
if legislation 
which includes in substance the fore- 
going, is passed by congress, the alien 
slacker will be exterminated for good 
and all. AVe have treaties with eleven 
countries forbidding the 
exaction of 
compulsory service for their subjects, 
but it will be noted that the forego- 
ing in no way conflicts with the provi- 
sions of these treaties.
